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NEW  ORLEANS,  La.— (BP)— South¬ 
ern  Baptists  are  still  growing!  Statistics 
released  this  week  to  Southern  Baptist 
editors  in  their  annual  meeting  in  New 
Orleans  ssy  that  375,525  people  were  bap¬ 
tised  into  membership  of  the  28,280 
churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  in  1951,  bringing  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  to  7,373,498.  This  gave  a  net 
increase  of  293,609  or  4.1  per  cent. 

The  information  was  compiled  on  tha 
basis  of  reports  received  from  the  Con¬ 
vention's  992  district  associations  and 
released  by  J.  P.  Edmunds,  secretary 
of  the  Department  of  Survey  .Statistics 
and  Information  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board  in  Nashville. 

The  more  than  28,000  churches  repre¬ 
sent  an  increase  of  501  churches  over 
the  27,788  reported  in  1950  or  a  growth 
of  1.8  per  cent.  A  decrease  in  both  tha 
number  of  half-time  and  quarter-tima 
churches  is  responsible  for  the  8.5-  per 
cent  increase  in  churches  on  a  full-time 
basis.  The  full  time  churches  now  num¬ 
ber  16,362  as  compared  with  15,074  last 
year.  Of  the  remaining  churches,  nearly 
400  are  three-quarter-time  and  over 
8,000  are  half-time. 

25,255  Churcha*  Have  Pastors 
Churches  with  pastors  at  the  close  of 
1991  numbered  25,255  and  23,658  churchea 
reported  baptisms  during  the  year. 

Total  gifts  for  H*o  yoar  jumpod  IS 
per  cent  over  1950's  giving  but  mission 
gifts  wont  up  only  11.4  por  cent.  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists  gave  $222,838,109,  or 
$30.22  per  capita,  during  1951  with  $37,- 
240,172,  or  $5.05  per  capita,  going  to  mis¬ 
sions.  The  per  capita  giving  increased 
8.5  per  cent  for  total  gifts  end  7  per 
cent  for  mission  gifts. 

Texas  Baptists  were  first  in  total 
gifts,  with  a  total  of  $44,013,408,  and  also 
led  in  numerical  gains  with  a  net  in- 
crease  in  membership  of  56,931.  NuH 
Carolina  came  in  second  in  :;i\ i|^Kg|'||j 
$22. 458,  T10. 

The  value  of  Southern  Baptist^BB^r 
property  throughout  the  twenty-two 
states  in  the  Convention  rose  18  per 
cent  during  the  year.  Total  value  at  the 
end  of  1951  was  $761,510,838. 

Evidence  of  continued  growth  in  the 
western  states  is  shown  by  California’* 
net  membership  gain  of  22.2  per  cent. 

All  organizations  of  the  churches  re¬ 
ported  consistent  growth  with  the  Sun¬ 
day  Schools  adding  229,142  to  bring  the 
total  enrolment  for  the  year  to  5,253,695, 
a  4.6  per  cent  growth  over  the  5,024.553 
reported  in  1950.  Churches  reporting 
Sunday  schools  this  year  numbered  27,- 
340.  a  gain  of  2.5  per  cent  over  1950. 

Training  Unions  throughout  tho  Con¬ 
vention  onroled  a  not  gain  of  113,745  to 
bring  tho  total  enrolment  of  tho  yoar 
for  that  organization  to  1,554,440.  A  gain 
of  4.4  por  cent  during  tho  yoar  bring* 
to  14,804  tho  number  of  churches  now 
having  active  Training  Unions.  Tho 
membership  gain  for  the  yoar  repro- 
sonted  a  7.9  por  cent  growth.

Baptist  Memoricl  Hospital  to  Celebrate 
rortieth  Anniversary  July  13-20 

MEMPHIS,  Tenn.— (Special) —  Baptist 


Thuraday,  February  14, 


Memorial  Hospital  wiU  celebrate  the 
fortieth  anniversary  of  its  founding  here 
"  Ml*  with  a  week-long  program  of  out¬ 
standing  events  in  July,  according  to  an 
announcement  by  Frank  S.  Groner.  ad¬ 
ministrator  of  the  hospital.  Beginning 
on  July  13,  the  observance  wijl  reach  its 
climax  on  July  30,  the  date  upon  which 
the  institution  first  opened  its  doors  to 
the  people  of  Memphis  and  the  Mid- 
South  nearly  a  half-century  ago. 

Tentative  plans  call  for  a  series  of 
“open  houses"  during  which  doctors, 
nurses  and  the  general  public  from 
throughout  the  Mid-South  area  will  be 
invited  to  tour  and  inspect  the  South’s 
largest  private  hospital  where  more 
than  500  people  are  cared  for  daily. 

Another  special  day  will  honor  the 
alumni  of  the  hospital's  nursing  school 
and  reunions  of  the  classes  of  1922,  1932 
and  1942  will  be  held  during  the  week. 
This  year's  graduating  class  will  be 
honored,  also. 

Baptist  Memorial  Hospital  came  into 
being  through  the  initial  efforts  of  the 
late  Reverend  H.  P.  Hurt,  then  pastor 
of  the  three-year -old  Bellevue- Baptist 
Church.  It  was  in  1906  that  he  first  made 
his  appeal  for  widespread  support  to 
make  possible  a  hospital  to  “serve  all 
who  are  sick  and  in  pain  regardless  of 
their  creed  or  their  faith.”  Quickly  en¬ 
dorsed  by  prominent  religious,  medical 
and  business  leaders  from  the  tri-state 
area'  the  idea  rapidly  gained  support. 

In  1906  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  Col¬ 
lege  deeded  the  hospital  a  lot  on  Madi¬ 
son  Avenue,  contributed  $25,000  and 
agreed  to  furnish  instructors  for  its 
nursing  classes.  In  1910  ground  was 
broken  and  construction  begun.  Within 
a  few  months,  however,  funds  had  been 
depleted  and  another  urgent  appeal  was 
made  for  $175,000  to  complete  the  bald¬ 
ing.  This  was  soon  forthcoming  and  on 
July  20,  1912,  the  hospital,  with  its  150 
beds,  threw  open  its  doors  to  the  public. 

From  this  modest  beginning  40  years 
ago,  Baptist  Memorial  Hospital  has  ad¬ 
ded  strength  and  experience  to  its  motto 
of  “serving  the  sick  and  suffering  in 
His  name.”  Its  original  capacity  has 
been  more  Qian  tripled  and  plans  are 
now  on  the  drawing  board  for  another 
large  addition  which  will  add  more  than 
to  its  present  capacity.  Ground  is 
expected  to  be  broken  for  this  new  ad¬ 
dition  ia  late  summer.

baptised  for  the  remission 
OF  SINS 

According  to  the  King  James  transla¬ 
tion  of  Acts  2:38.  Peter,  on  the  day  of 
Pentecost,  said  to  the  people  who  asked 
what  they  should  do  to  be  saved.  "Re¬ 
pent.  and  be  baptised  every  one  of  you 
In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  re¬ 
mission  or  sins.”  There  are  some  who 
make  much  of  this  passage  as  teaching 
that  baptism  is  a  condition  of  forgiveness 
and  salvation.  They  insist  that  "baptized 
for"  must  mean  in  order  to  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  sins.  But  that  interpretation 
stands  or  falls  on  the  meaning  of  a  Greek 
preposition  translated  "for"  in  this  pas¬ 
sage. 

Well,  that  same  preposition  is  used  in 
Matthew  3:11  and  In  12:41;  and  if  in  these 
passages  It  be  translated  “for,”  the  one 
would  read:  "I  indeed  baptise  you  with 
(in)  water  for  repentance: ’*  and  the 
other:  "They  (the  men  of  Nlnevah)  re¬ 
pented  for  the  preaching  of  Jonah."  And 
then  if  we  should  put  the  same  meaning 
Into  the  word  "for"  as  these  do  who 
make  It  mean  "in  order  to”  in  Acts  2:38, 
we  would  have  John  baptising  men  in 
order  to  bring  them  to  repentance  and 
the  men  of  Ninevah  repenting  in  order 
to  the  preaching  of  Jonah.  Neither  would 
make  sense. 

It  is  evident  therefore  that  in  these 
Matthew  passages  where  we  have  the 
rune  Greek  preposition,  it  cannot  mean 
"in  order  to”  something.  We  ask  then, 
did  Peter  use  it  in  that  sense  in  bis  Pen¬ 
tecost  sermon?  Did  be  mean  that  bap¬ 
tism  is  in  order  to  the  remission  of  sins? 
If  he  did.  then  we  may  be  sure  that  in 
every  instance  of  his  preaching  the  gos¬ 
pel  of  forgiveness  and  salvation,  be 
would  tel  lot  the  necessity  of  being  bap¬ 
tised.  If  on  later  occasions  we  find  him 
preaching  frogiveneas  without  mentioning 
baptism,  it  must  mean  either  that  on  the 
day  of  Penteoost  Peter  did  not  preach 
baptism  In  order  to  the  remission  of  sins 
•r  else  he  afterwards  preached  a  differ¬ 
ent  gospel. 

And  now.  in  the  third  chapter  of  Acte 
we  find  Peter  preaching  to  an  excited 
crowd  gathered  about  him  and  John, 
wondering  bow  they  had  healed  a  certain 
lame  man.  After  charging  them  with 
tn«  sin  of  rejecting  Jesus  as  the  Christ 
and  Son  of  God.  he  told  them  how  to  get 
forgiveness,  saying,  "Repent  ye  there¬ 
fore.  and  turn  again,  that  your  sins  may 
be  blotted  out"  (3:19),  Here  Peter  make* 
no  mention  of  baptism.  Did  he  tell  them 
the  whole  truth  about  how  to  obtain  for¬ 
giveness?  Then  in  the  tenth  chapter  of 
Acta  there  is  another  Instance  of  bts 
preaching  tbe  remission  of  sins  without 
.  mentioning  baptism  as  a  condition..  He 
was  preaching  to  a  Gentile  audience  in 
the  home  of  Cornelius  at  Caesarea. 

In  closing  his  message  concerning 
Jesus.  Peter  said,  "To  Him  bear  all  the 
orophets  witness,  that  through  His  name 
every  one  that  believeth  on  Him  shall 
receive  remission  of  sins.”  No  mention

Must 
w«  believe  tha*  he -preached  one  gospel 
•n  the  day  of  Pentecost  and  a  different 
gospel  on  these  later  occasions?  Either 
that,  or  else  he  did  not  in  the  first  in¬ 
stance  preach  baptism  in  order  to  obtain 
the  remission  of  sins.  He  meant  “for" 
the  remission  of  sins  only  in  the  sense 
we  use  the  word  when  we  say  that  a 
man  was  hung  “for”  murder,  not  mean- 
b.g  that  he  was  hung  in  order  to  make 
him  a  murderer  but  because  he  was  a 
murderer  already.  And  now  let  me  re¬ 
mind  the  reader  that  in  the  American 
Standard  Version,  Acts  3:38  reads.  “Re¬ 
pent.  and  be  baptized  .  .  .  unto  the  re¬ 
mission  of  sins,”  that  is,  with  respect 
to  It  as  already  experienced. 

Thus  we  see  the  utter  falsity  of  the 
teaching  that  baptism  is  to  be  submitted 
to  in  order  to  forgiveness.  But  how  any 
•ue  who  has  come  into  a  saving  relation 
with  Jesus  as  his  Lord  and  Saviour  and 
tasted  of  his  love  in  the  forgiveness  of  his 
•ins,  can  then  refuse  to  obey  Him  in 
baptism  is  beyond  me.  Jesus  does  not

“Pack  the  Rows"  Rally 

Several  weeks  ago— December  9  to  be 
szsct — the  Training  Union  of  the  Main 
Street  Baptist  Church  in  Hatiesburg  ob¬ 
served  “Pack  the  Pews  Night”  with  a 
goal  of  725.  Such  a  Training  Union  Rally 
has  been  for  several  years  an  annual 
•vent  in  the  program  of  Training  Union 
at  Main  Street. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Director  Leo 
Fillingane  intensive  plans  were  made 
aeveral  weeks  in  advance  for  this  spe¬ 
cial  occasion.  115  team  captains  were 
selected  from  the  Training  Union  mem¬ 
bership.

ThP  Foreign  Mission  Board  received 
$901.421  63  from  Cooperative  Program 
receipts  over  and  above  the  total  Con- 
▼ention  budget  for  1951.  In  the  budget 
for  1952,  which  the  Board  adopted  last 
October,  $584,715.47  of  this  money  was 
anticipated.  That  amount  will,  therefore, 
be  absorbed  in  the  regular  current  ap¬ 
propriations  which  have  already  been  set 
up  for  1952. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Board, 
the  balance  of  $316,706.16  was  earmarked 
for  the  appointment  of  new  missionaries. 
On  the  basis  of  this  money,  the  goal  for 
missionary  appointments  in  1952  was 
raised  to  100.  In  1951  it  was  necessary 
to  lower  the  goal  to  75.  It  was  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  Board  that  the  additional 
money  from  the  Cooperative  Program 
in  1951,  together  with  the  increased  in- 
comf  which  the  Board  will  receive  from 
the  Convention's  operating  budget  in 
1952,  fully  warrants  the  raising  of  the 
goal  back  to  100. 

Recommendations  will  be  made  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  in 
Miami  to  raise  the  1952  Convention  bud¬ 
get  from  $7,000,000,  plus  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Convention  expenses,  up  to 
$8,000,000,  plus  the  additional  expenses. 
In  this  new  budget  ,the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  will  receive  $250,000  a  year  addi¬ 
tional  operating  expenses  and  $300,000 
additional  capital  funds. 

The  raising  of  the  Convention’s  bod- 
get  by  $1,000,004  will  greatly  reduce  the 
chances  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board’s 
receiving  additional  money  from  Coop¬ 
erative  Program  receipts  over  the  Con¬ 
vention’s  budget.  At  the  same  time,  the 
increase  of  income  amounting  to  $550,000 
within  the  budget  provision  strengthens 
the  Board’s  fiancial  position  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  recurring  commitments  such  as 
the  appointment  of  missionaries. 

Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  says,  “It  is  our  opinion  that 
Southern  Baptists  who  contributed  the 
funds  which  made  the  additional  $900,000 
available  for  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
would  rather  that  we  invest  the  extra 
funds,  over  our  current  budget  needs,  in 
the  appointment  of  missionaries  than  in 
any  other  way." 


PRESERVATION  OF  FREEDOM 
By  Everett  Gill,  Jr. 

We  have  been  deeply  concerned  over 
the  unwarranted  stuck  on  the  Central 
Baptist  Church  of  Bogota,  Colombia,  De¬ 
cember  22  and  23,  1951,  in  which  a  mob 
incited  and  led  by  a  Roman  Catholic 
Priest  twice  attacked  the  church  during 
dedication  ceremonies.  The  front  win¬ 
dows  were  smashed  and  a  number  of 
People  were  slightly  wounded  as  they 
entered  the  church  under  a  hail  of  fall- 
,n-  stones.  We  highly  commend  the 
Prompt  action  of  the  American  Ambas- 
•sdor,  Copus  Waynick,  who  rushed  to  the 
scene  wiUi  his  second  secretary,  entered 
e  Elding,  and  saw  to  it  that  the  aer- 
proceeded.  A  strong  protest  was 
*dged  by  the  Ambassador  with  the  Col¬ 
ombian  government. 

This  is  a  continuation  of  periodic  out- 
•ccaks  since  1950  in  which  many  evan- 
Idcal  churches  have  been  dynamited, 
'.mber*  *  tho  congregation  beaten,

anuary  9,  in  company  with  Dr.  W.  S. 
ycroft  nf  the  Presbyterian  Board  af 
oreign  Missions,  and  Bishop  Bentley 


of  the  Episcopal  Church,  I  conferred 
with  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  State, 
Edward  G.  Miller,  Jr.,  in  Washington, 
who  received  us  graciously  and  assured 
us  of  his  own  interest  and  that  of  his  de¬ 
partment  in  the  preservation  of  religious 
liberty  abroad.  We  expressed*  appreci¬ 
ation  for  the  prompt  action  of  the  Am¬ 
bassador  in  Bogota,  and  1  also  took  op¬ 
portunity  to  express  similar  gratitude 
for  the  services  rendered  by  Ambassa¬ 
dor  Stanton  Griffis,  in  Spain,  who  has 
indicated  a  genuine  interest  in  the  pres¬ 
ervation  of  freedom  there. 

A  report  from  Missionary  Gerald  Rid¬ 
dell,  of  Bogota,  said  that  the  incident, 
and  die  lack  of  police  action  stirred  up 
the  Colombian  press,  which  for  days  aft¬ 
erward  commented  on  the  affair.  The 
report  said,  “Services  planned  for  the 
week  went  forward  without  hesitation. 
Several  police  were  present  each  night, 
and  in  five  night  services,  led  by  Dr. 
H.  W.  Schwiasberg,  of  Cali,  fifty  people 
made  professions  of  faith. 

“In  all  fairness,  one  must  say  that  this 
barbarous  action  does  not  represent  the 
people  of  Bogota  or  Colombia.  With  all 
the  publicity  given  the  affair,  only  about 
forty  people  responded  to  the  call  of  the 
priest.  Since  the  incident,  literally  hun¬ 
dreds  of  people  by  telephone,  written 
messages,  and  word  of  mouth,  have  ex¬ 
pressed  deep  regret  that  in  this  a  orient, 
cultured  and  cosmopolitan  city,  the 
Athens  of  South  America,  such  a  thing 
could  happen.  The  incident  does  show 
how  low  class  people  aroused  by  the 
priests  of  Rome  can  be  Intolerant  and 
destructive  to  those  who  do  not  believe 
as  they  do.” 

Dr.  Scbeinsberg  wrote  on  January  4, 
1952:  “I  have  returned  from  Bogota.  I 
imagine  Missionary  Riddell  has  written 
of  the  first  demonstration  against  Bap¬ 
tists  in  all  the  years  we  have  been  here. 
A  few  pesos  of  glass  was  lost  but  the 
publicity  was  worth  thousands.  We  had 
one  of  the  best  revival  meetings  I  have 
seen  in  Colombia.  Our  work  is  grow¬ 
ing  as  I  have  never  seen  it  before.  Our 
servises  are  packed  and  there  are  con¬ 
versions  continually.  If  opposition  pro¬ 
duces  this  kind  of  reaction,  I  think  that 
we  should  not  want  it  to  be  otherwise.”

The  fifth  chapter  of  II  Kings  gives  an 
account  of  Naamon  who  came  te  the 
King  of  Isarael  to  be  healed  of  his  lep¬ 
rosy.  When  Elisha,  the  man  of  God, 
heard  that  the  King  of  Israel  had  rent 
his  clothes,  he  sent  to  the  King  saying, 
■'‘Let  Naamon  come  to  me  and  he  shall 
know  that  there  is  a  prophet  in  Israel.” 
We  know  that  a  prophet  of  God  has 
lived  in  our  midst. 

A  Prophet  of  God 

Firsthand  foremost,  he  was  God's  man; 
this  he  knew  with  certainty.  He  was  the 
embodiment  of  the  essential  qualities  of 
the  great  prophets  of  history.  With  the 
firmness  of  an  Amos  from  the  hills  of 
Tekoa,  he  dealt  positively  with  sin  and 
blasted  it  wherever  it  was  found.  With 
the  true  statesmanship  of  Isaiah,  he 
was  at  home  in  the  midst  of  the  highest 
as  well  as  the  lowliest.  Like  a  weeping 
Jeremiah,  his  soul  yearned  for  the  right¬ 
eousness  of  his  people.  As  did  Ezekiel  in 
Babylon,  he  sat  where  his  people  sat 
and  looked  out  upon  the  world  through 
their  eyes;  he  bled  through  their  wounds 
and  wept  through  their  tears.  With  the 
seal  of  a  John  the  Baptist,  he  pleached 
repentance  and  remission  of  sins  and 
proclaimed  the  acceptable  year  of  the 
Lord.  With  the  compassion  of  the  Son  of 
God,  he  entered  homes  where  there  was 
trouble,  sorrow,  sickness  and  distress, 
seeking  to  bind  up  the  broken  hearted.

Whether  in  a  small  Pastor’s  confer¬ 
ence  or  a  State  Convention,  the  Prophet 
Lewis  G.  Gates  was  held  in  highest  es¬ 
teem.  In  matters  of  common  interest  his 
colleagues  waited  for  him  to  speak  be¬ 
fore  making  a  decision.

His  listener  replied,  “It  was  a 
great  sermon  because  you  took  some¬ 
thing  out  of  your  heart  and  put  it  into 
mine.”  All  who  heard  this  prophet  of 
God  preach  felt  that  he  was  drawing 
from  the  rich  spiritual  deposits  of  his 
own  heart  and  transplanting  them  into 
theirs. 

A  Prophet  With  a  Pastor’s  Heart 

For  forty  years  he  served  this  church 
as  Pastor  and  saw  it  grow  from  a  mere 
handful  of  members  to  some  1400  Un¬ 
der  his  leadership  it  became  one  of  the 
strongest  in  the  state,  supporting  all 
causes  promoted  by  Baptists.

In  this  building  today  you  can  see  the 
the  marks  of  sacrificial  service  and  giv¬ 
ing  In  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral  in  London, 
the  inscription  by  the  grave  of  Sir  Chris¬ 
topher  Wren,  designer  of  the  Cathedral, 
reads:  “Sir  Christopher  Wren.  If  you 
would  see  hia  monument,  look  about 
you.”  If  you  would  know  Lewis  G.  Gates, 
look  about  you.  His  life  is  woven  into 
the  very  fiber  of  this  church.

United  Drys  Appeal 
To  State  Legislature 

TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  MISSIS¬ 
SIPPI  LEGISLATURE: 

As  you  settle  down  to  the  discharge  of 
your  duties  as  the  elected  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  people  of  Mississippi,  you  will 
face  many  vital  problems,  but  none  more 
vital  than  those  posed  by  the  traffic  in 
beverage  alcohol,  gambling,  narcotics, 
etc.,  and  those  in  the  field  of  law  en¬ 
forcement  which  flow  from  that  traffic. 

There  will,  of  course,  be  the  usual 
bills  aimed  at  repeal  of  our  present  liq¬ 
uor  laws,  and  even  possibly  some  aimed 
at  legalizing  gambling,  since  the  same 
logic  would  suggest  legalization  as  a 
solution  to  the  problem,  and  as  a  source 
of  revenue.  That  same  course,  how¬ 
ever,  would  in  time  lead  to  legalization 
and  so-called  “control”  in  the  whole  field 
of  police  legislation,  and  is  therefore  ob¬ 
viously  not  the  answer. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  break¬ 
down  in  law  enforcement  in  our  State, 
but  we  submit  that  an  openminded  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  facts  will  reveal  that. 
While  we  cannot  expect  to  have  perfect 
enforcement  of  any  law,  we  do  have  en¬ 
forcement  of  our  liquor,  gambling  and 
other  vice  laws  on  a  par  with  other  law 
enforcement  in  a  great  majority  of  the 
counties  of  Mississippi.  In  those  where 
we  do  not  have  such  enforcement,  it  is 
largely  a  result  of  the  following  things, 
in  about  the  following  order: 

1.  The  Sheriff.  It  has  become  appar¬ 
ent  that  the  Sheriff  is  the  key  to  law 

I  enforcement  at  the  county  level.  Under 

I  the  law  as  it  exists,  when  a  man  is 
elected  he  can  hold  the  office  for  a  full 
term,  regardless  of  his  course  of  con¬ 
duct,  unless  all  of  the  practical  problems 
incident  to  obtaining  an  indictment  for 
and  conviciton  of  a  crime  in  office  can 
be  overcome.  This  has  resulted,  in  many 
eases,  in  an  open  contempt  of  the  wishes 
of  the  people  who  elected  him.  We  sub¬ 
mit  that  failure  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  that  office,  while  nearly  always  a 
matter  of  common  knowledge,  is  nearly 
always  difficult  of  legal  proof.  We  fur¬ 
ther  submit  that  experience  has  shown 
that  men  who  sincerely  desire  to  enforce 
the  law,  have  only  had  to  let  it  be  known 
and  that  those  who  have  taken  firm 
ground  have  had  little  difficulty  in  do¬ 
ing  so. 

We  therefore  suggest  a  fair  means  of 
recall,  making  it  at  least  as  easy  to  fire 
a  public  employee  as  it  is  to  hire  him — 
even  as  we  would  insist  on  in  our  own 
business! 

2.  The  Roadhouse  or  Honky-tonk. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  source  of  trouble  to 
sincere  law  enforcement  officers  is  the 
roadhouse,  honky-tonk  or  beer  joint. 
In  28  counties  in  the  State  beer  and  wine 
is  still  legal,  and  in  these  counties,  es¬ 
pecially  near  the  line  of  adjoining  dry 
counties,  these  places  have  sprung  up. 
While  they  are  “legal,”  which  involved 
the  making  of  an  affidavit  that  no  law 
violations  would  be  alowed  iln  order  to 
get  a  permit  to  operate,  yet  nearly  all 
of  them  have  both  Retail  Liquor  Dealer 
and  Gambling  Device  permits  from  the 
Federal  Government.  They  notoriously 
use  their  “legal"  status  under  the  wine 
and  beer  law  to  front  for  illegal  liquor, 
gambling,  prostitution  and  in  some  cases 
narcotics.  Their  elimination  would  in 
large  measure  contribute  to  successful 
law  enforcement. 

We  suggest  amendment  of  the  wine 
and  beer  act  so  as  to  make  it  a  package  if 


law,  prohibiting  sale  for  consumption  on 
the  premises,  and  prohibiting  sale  of  re¬ 
frigerated  wine  and  beer, 

3.  Failure  in  Obtaining  Convictions. 
Nothing  could  be  more  discouraging  to 
the  sincere  law  enforcement  officer  than 
failure  to  obtain  convictions  after  he  and 
his  deputies  have  worked  hard  to  make 
a  case,  and  have  made  one.  These  fail¬ 
ures  are  due  in  large  measure  to  two 
things: 

(a)  The  Black  Market  Tax.  The  Black 
Market  Tax  was  probably  enacted  by 
men  whose  motives  were  good.  It  was 
the  stated  purpose  to  curb  and  deter  law 
violators  by  the  imposition  of  a  tax  and 
by  the  requirement  of  records  which 
would  reveal  the  nature  of  the  opera¬ 
tion  being  carried  on.  These  good  pur¬ 
poses  have  not  been  served,  however, 
and  the  Black  Market  Tax  has  resolved 
itself  into  a  mere  vehicle  for  producing 
revenue.  In  the  first  place,  its  collec¬ 
tion  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Tax  Collector  instead  of  the  State  Tax 
Commission,  and  the  State  Tax  Collector 
frankly  admits  that  no  attempt  is  made 
to  collect  the  tax  from  the  retailers  but 
that  it  is  now  largely  collected  from  the 
wholesaler  outside  the  State,  and  that 
the  only  way  evidence  of  local  retail 
operations  may  be  obtained  is  by  send¬ 
ing  a  man  out  of  the  State  to  check  their 
records.  In  the  second  place  Mississippi 
jurors  in  something  of  a  spirit  of  fair 
play  have  taken  the  position  that  the 
payment  of  the  tax  constitutes  a  license 
to  operate  and  have  declined  to  convict 
when  evidence  of  Black  Market  Tax  pay¬ 
ment  appears  in  the  record. 

We  recommend  the  outright  repeal  of 
the  Black  Market  Tax  law. 

(b)  The  unanimous  Jury  Verdict.  Al¬ 
though  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  prop¬ 
erty  rights  are  settled  every  day  by  the 
verdict  of  nine  of  the  twelve  jurors  and 
although  this  system  has  never  been 
seriously  questioned,  yet  in  any  sort  of 
criminal  proceeding  ‘a  unanimous  jury 
verdict  is  required  to  convict.  This  is 
a  holdover  from  antiquity  that  no  one 
can  justify  or  explain.  The  result  in 
liquor,  gambling  and  other  vice  cases  is 
that  one  man,  without  logic  or  without 
reason,  can  defeat  the  best  thinking  of 
eleven  of  the  best  men  in  the  county. 
Such  a  system  is  wholly  unnecessary 
with  all  of  the  safeguards  that  modern 
law  throws  around  the  accused,  and  is 
in  fact  wholly  undemocratic  and  results 
in  many  failures  to  convict  obviously 
guilty  defendants.  We  suggest  a  con¬ 
stitutional  amendment  to  provide  for 
jury  verdicts  less  than  unanimous  in  all 
criminal  cases  not  capital. 

Wo  also  suggest  the  enactment  of  a 
law  similar  to  the  "bone  dry"  law  en¬ 
acted  in  Oklahome  which  has  been 
taken  by  the  federal  authorities  as  a  re¬ 
quest  by  the  State  for  the  assistance  of 
federal  enforcement  officers  in  liquor 
cases. 

Our  present  system  of  laws  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  is  the  outgrowth  of  many  years  of 
human  experience,  and  with  54  counties 
in  Mississippi  having  already  said  by 
their  vote  that  they  do  not  even  want 
legal  wine  and  beer,  and  with  reform 
the  order  of  the  day  among  newly- 
elected  county  officials,  it  is  submitted 
that  this  Legislature  should  adopt  a  pro¬ 
gram  which  would  give  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officers  their  first  real  opportunity 
to  demonstrate  that  the  law  can  be  en¬ 
forced  before  making  radical  changes, 
the  result  of  which  must  be  largely  in 
doubt  with  the  facts  which  are  at  hand.

Evangelism  Does  Not  Stop  With 
Salvation:  It  Begins  There

“Follow  me”  was  the  invitation  of  Jesus 
to  Peter,  Andrew,  James,  and  John. 
When  Jesus  invited  them,  they  accepted 
his  invitation.  This  acceptance  was  the 
beginning  of  a  glorious  life  for  each  indi¬ 
vidual. 

Study  the  life  of  Peter  from  one  hour 
before  he  accepted  Jesus  until  years 
later  when  we  hear  him  out  of  experience 
say,  “Grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  our  lord  Saviour  Jesus  Christ," 
and  you  will  begin  to  see  evangelism 
in  its  fuller  meaning. 

For  three  years  after  ^ter  accepted 
tMe  invitation  Jesus  lived  with  him  and 
taught  him.  Then  Jesus  went  back  to  the 
Father,  the  Holy  Spirit  came. 

Before  Jesus  returned  to  the  Father,  - 
he  told  his  followers  to  make  disciples 
and  teach  them  to  observe  all  the  things 
he  had  commanded. 

Let  us  see  this  command  worked  out 
in  action.  Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry  says 
his  Sunday  school  teacher  found  him 
in  a  -country  home  instructed  him  in 
Bible  troths  and  introduced  him  to  Jesus. 
He  accepted  the  invitation  to  take  Christ 
as  Saviour.  The  teacher  took  him  by  the 
hand,  now  a  Christian,  a  babe  in  Christ, 
and  taught  him  to  learn  of  Christ,  to 
love  Christ,  to  grow  in  Christ,  and  to 
live  for  Christ.  The  result  in  Charles 
E.  Maddry's  life  is  known  to  all  who 
read. 

Last  year  Southern  Baptist  churches 
reported  376,000  baptisms.  These  same 
churches  reported  380,000  net  gain  in 
Sunday  school  enrolment.  This  is  as  it 
should  be.  Surely  every  lost  person  should 
be  in  Sunday  school  where  the  word  of 
God  can  be  planted  and  used  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  produce  conviction  and  bring 
to  repentance.  Then  every  saved  person 
should  be  guided  in  his  Bible  study  and 
total  Christian  life  by  Christian  teachers. 

Evangelism  has  its  greatest  perman¬ 
ency  and  richest  fruitage  when  guided 
Bible  study  comes  before  and  follows 
the  conversion  experiennee.  Herein  is 
the  glorious  and  profitable  work  of  a 
church. 

Unless  the  churches,  all  the  churches, 
quickly  enlist  and  train  additional  teach¬ 
ers  sufficient  to  minister  to  the  multi¬ 
tudes  who  are  being  baptized  into  the 
churches,  have  these  churches  done  for 
these  new  Christians  what  Christ  in¬ 
cluded  in  his  death  and  resurrection? 

Teachers,  good  teachers,  are  avail¬ 
able.  The  tragedy  is  that  the  churches 
have  failed  to  enlist,  train  and  use  many 
who  are  easily  available.  The  testimony 
of  many  pastors  is  that  teachers  even 
more  capable  than  some  now  serving 
are  available.  Certainly  they  must  be 
enlisted  and  trained  and  led. 

Even  thousands  of  the  376.000  persons 
baptized  last  year  can  be  enlisted,  train¬ 
ed.  an  used,  and  that  immediately. 

TTiree  things  are  essential  in  New  Tes¬ 
tament  evangelism.  First,  the  bringing 
of  the  individual  to  Jesus.  Every  person 
must  go  alone  with  the  Lord  and  by  faith 
accept  Jesus.  Across  the  door  into  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  written,  *Ye  must 
be  born  again.” 

Second,  the  young  Christian  needs 
guided  Bible  study  by  Christian  teachers.

All  this  is  practical  and 
in  easy  reach  of  any  church,  whether 
located  in  open  country  or  in  big  city. 
It  is  essential  to  the  continued  spiritual 
growth  of  Christians. 

The  third  essential  to  full  New  Testa* 
merit  evangelism  is  enlistment  in  Chris¬ 
tian  service.  Every  Christian  can  be  en¬ 
listed  in  a  church  program  of  evangel¬ 
ism.  The  Sunday  school  as  one  church 
agency,  when  properly  understood  and 
rightly  used,  provides  a  place  where 
every  Christian  can  be  used  in  some 
regular,  permanent  place  as  a  worker 
in  an  extensive  and  intensive  program] 
of  evangelism. 

Tee  much  erganizarion  someone  crietl 
Beck  of  the  means  or  method  is  a  multi¬ 
tude  ef  lost  people.  Back  of  the  plan  sf 
work  are  three  fourths  ef  eur  church 
members  standing  idle  because  no  sm 
has  enlisted  them. 

Yes,  New  Testament  evangelism  does 
not  stop  with  salvation.  It  begins  with 
the  new  birth,  then  continues  daily  with 
Bible  study,  prayer,  worship,  growth, 
and  enlistment  in  evangelism.

choice  on  that  day.
